These nails, which are not 
amy better than American-made 
nails, in fact not as good, are im- 
ported at a very low price. 

These nails are used to build 
American homes and _ buildings 
owners believe they are employing 
Americans and using American 
materials, but they are fooled, for 


the nails are from a foreign 
country.

Japanese door hinges and foreign | 


made plaster wire. 


The door hinges sell for about 
50 per cent less than the Ameri- 
can hinges and the plaster wire, 


which is imported by the thousands 
of feet, sells very cheap also. 

One ean hardly believe that 
American industry and store deal- 
ers would purchase such _ large 
amounts of foreign-made materials 
and then pass it on to Americans 
as American-made goods.

These witnesses also testified 
that after this meeting warnings 
were given them in one form or 
another by their superiors against 
joining the union, and that they 
were threatened with discharge if 
they did join. 

Later all these men were dis 
charged on July 30 and 31 except 
Maxwell, who was discharged Sep- 
tember 18. 

The reason for discharge given 
by the management in all but two 
cases was the occurrence of 17

Collective bargaining is a fundamental principle of 
the trade union movement. An agreement negotiated by 
representatives of the workers and the employers fixing 
for a definite period wage rates, hours of labor and work 
conditions in a contract whose terms it is the paramount 
obligation of both groups to carry out. 

In some instances trade unionists who are parties to 
a labor contract overlook its clear meaning and their duty 
in connection with it. When they see an injustice im- 
posed by employers on employes in other trades or in a 
branch of their own trade, these trades unionists occasion- 
ally manifest a tendency to support the victimized work- | 
ers with a sympathetic strike despite the fact that the 
employers involved have not violated any provisions of 
their contract with the union members who desire to 
assist their fellow workers. The desire is commendable, 
but it should be motivated without doing violence to the 
solemn agreement regarding their own wages, hours and 
work conditions which the representatives of these union 
workers have negotiated and which the workers them- 
selves have accepted.

The extreme importance of trade unionists faithfully 
observing labor contracts was emphasized by the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of Labor in its 
report to the recent convention of the federation. 
council said: 

“The American Federation of Labor is committed to 
the principle of collective bargaining and the observance 
of wage agreements. When contracts are finally nego- 
tiated between the representatives of employers and of 
employes, it becomes the duty, in fact, the obligation, of 


ail parties to sign agreements, to comply with said agree- 1 


ments, to carry them out and to maintain them inviolate. 
The executive council is, therefore, but emphasizing and 
repeating the traditional policy of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor when it urges its members everywhere to 
religiously observe all wage agreements negotiated, ac- 
cepted and signed. These represent solemn covenants 
that cannot be disregarded and violated without sacrific- 
ing reputation, standing and honor.” 

In order to mobilize an integrated movement to bring 
about one hundred per cent compliance with labor agree- 
ments the council called “upon the officers and represent- 
atives of all national and international unions to require 
their members to adhere to and observe all contracts nego- 
tiated through collective bargaining and all agreements 
signed and sealed by their chosen representatives,’ and 


urged “all city central bodies and state federations of labor | 


to co-operate fully in the enforcement of wage agree- 
ments.” 

The council also declared it was its opinion “that the 
membership of unions who disregard agreements and 
who violate them without cause or justification should be 


disciplined in a proper and practical way and should be. 


required to obey and observe all agreements entered into,” 


and sincerely recommends that all affiliated organizations 
give it special consideration and attention.”

Why Building Lags
